Aug. 24 (Canadian Preas)—'“ Whether or not the Gov¬ 
ernment will call another session of the present Parliament is 
for the Government to decide. We do not propose to be stam¬ 
peded into any dissolution of Parliament just to please the 
Leader of the Opposition and his press." i
